Jozaef Hekis, secretary -general of the iroovortoers union/ reported tl»t 
the iron indu&try as a vhole had eevipieted Its plan for the quarter hy 104 per- 
cent. The snelting industry fulfilled ?tc plan by II7 percent , If 19^9 results 
equal 100. productlosu in the saelting industry should be increased by 160 per- 
ceirt by 19^ » ^ the isdiridual plants, the Ozd plant ooaaploted its plan by 

113 percent, the Qaas shipyard by 105 percent, and the Itanfrad Weiss plant by 
107 percent. These roeults y«re due largely to the brigewle system. As for 
machine builulxig, production has increased to 175*6 percent of the 1933 
Lerel. 

Worker conpetitloos are increasing in popularity. Only 200 shops with 
150,000 vorkers participated in the second verk conpetitlon whereas 231 shops 
with 161^,000 workers participated in the third socialist ccmpetltion.

Torok, eecro tary-gen^ra 1 of the uni on, gave the report c The cement industry 
has soBpletod its plan by 119 percent. Experiments are belrg conducted at 
lA'batlan and Belapatfalra to produce bet ter -quality cement. In the pioauv- 
tioa of porcelain electric Insulators, the plan was fulfilled by 114 percent. 

In the future, the Zeolnay-Brasche factory at Pecs will be expanded and 
dere loped, The eiaory-whe =»1 industry exceeded its plan by 21 percent. .Produc- 
tion for the first quarter of this year was 21 million bricks and 7 million 
pieces of tile. A total of 2Uo million bricks and. 124 million pieces of tile 
has been produced thus far this year. Production at the quarries has tripled 
since 19-*7^ and 270,000 cailc.».d3 of 2 0Ck hu^e already been Tulned this year. 

This great Incrisase in production is nevroeeary in order to supply the read- 
building industry with enough materials. 

Textile Industry 

doisef Apro, president of the textile and clothing uni on, . ope.ned the con- 
ferenoe. Anna Ratko, the eec3ret€U*y -general, gave the report. The nomber of 
textile workers In the last month was again inoreased by 4,000, Today there 
are 147 plants with 7?.,600 workera participating in socialist competition. In 
the second hnlf of 19^9/ production will be inoreohed by 5 percent, with special 
attention to quality. The lirreatment in the second half of 19*^9 will exceed 
the first half by 450 percent.. Large-scale building is being carried out by 
the Hungarian Spinning Industry, the Osepel Cloth Factory and the Llnum Flax 
Spinning Mill. Bezeo Qrablnsky, director of the Kietext Bill, reports that 
the mill will produce 24 million meters of beitlies in 19^9 as cesnparod with 
17 million meters in 1936 

Food Industry 

Laezlo Piros, president of the union, opened the conference, Imre 
Kowaos, secretary -general of the union, gave the production report., The food 
industry has ccmpleted its first quarter plan by 121,2 percent. The tuIuo of 
production per work hour was raised to 73.2 forints in March as compared to 
53 forints in August of last year . The productivity of the plants in the food 
industry has Increased 12 percent as compared with the last 5 months of 19*^8 <.

The nimber of trucks in 
operation hae increased from 135 to almost HOO, and they now carry 60,000 tons 
of merchandise as compared with 10,000 tone Last December. 
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
